NEW YORK, March 15.—The 
National Broadcasting Co. and its 
owned and operated stations will 
eliminate middle commercial an- 
nouncements from all news broad- 
casts, effective tomorrow, it was 
announced today by Niles Tram- 
mell, president of the network. 
This announcement followed a 
two-month editorial campaign by 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, in 
which other newspapers and mag- 
azines throughout the country 
have joined, to induce the net- 
works to “quit interrupting news 
broadcasts with commercial plugs.” 
The Post-Dispatch also urged the 
networks to “quit permitting these 
broadcasts to be sponsored by ob- 
jectionable advertisers.” 
President Trammell said today 
that the new policy was adopted 
by the National Broadcasting Co. 
and its owned and operated sta- 
tions “to render a greater public 
service by more rapid presentation 
of vital news.” 


“The company,” Trammell said, 
“has asked all its sponsors to co- 
operate as they have in the past 
to make this revision effective 
immediately, as a part of National 
Broadcasting Co.’s policy of con- 
stantly improving its news presen- 
tation, 

“All sponsors of news programs 
have been requested to include 
their commercial announcements 
within the first two minutes and 
the last three minutes of all 15- 
minute news periods.” 

Trammell pointed out that the

‘During the last three years, 
great care has been exercised in 
both the wording. and placing of 
commercial announcements which 
occur during news broadcasts, so 
that there might be no interfer- 
ence with the main portion of 
news, with proper emphasis al- 
ways given to the principal news 


events. 

“National Broadcasting Co. spon- 
sors whose advertising support 
has made a greater and greater 
volume of worldwide news cover- 
age possible invariably have co- 
operated in the paramount inter- 
est of the listening public. “This 
further step now being taken to 
eliminate midile commericials in 
all news broadcasts during the 
vital days to come, I am certain, 
will receive the same whole-heart- 
ed co-operation. The National 
Broadcasting Co. is taking this 
action because news today is our 
No. 1 public service obligation and

Sporadic Russian attacks from

LONDON, March 15 (AP).— 
Prime Minister Churchill told the 
House of Commons today there 


Was axiomatic truth in a mem- 
ber’s statement that under the 
Yalta agreement on world secur- 
ity “there is nothing at all’ to deal 
with aggression by the great 
powers. 

Rhys Davies, a Laborite, drew 
the Prime Minister out with the 
observation that the new inter- 
national organization agreed on at 
Yalta envisaged action to prevent 
aggression by the smaller powers. 

“It is not clear that similar ac- 
tion could be invoked to prevent 
aggression by the great powers,” 
Davies added. “Are we not en- 
titled to ask that our delegates at 
San Francisco will bear this im- 
portant point in mind when dis- 
cussing the problem?” 

“No, sir,” was Churchill's direct 
answer. “As far as we are con- 
cerned we made a perfectly volun- 
tary agreement with other great 
powers that were gathered at 
Yalta and that does prescribe for 
a differentiation between the treat- 
ment of the great powers in these 
matters and of the smallest 

wers. 

“We may deplore, if we choose, 
that there is a difference between 
the great and small, between the 
strong and the weak in the world. 
There is undoubtedly such a dif- 
ference and it would be foolish to 
upset the good arrangements pro- 
ceeding on a broad front for the 
gake of trying to attain immedi- 
ately to what is a hopeless ideal.” 

Prediction on Victory. 


Eerlier today Churchill | ad- 
dressed a Conservative party con- 
“ference, the first full meeting he 
has addressed since assuming 
party leadership four and a half 
years ago. 

“Victory lies before us, certain 
and perhaps near,” he said, assert- 
ing that the war in Europe might 
end “before summer ends or even 
sooner.” 

He pledged his party to promo- 
tion of free enterprise and served 
notice he intended to guide Britain 
in the trials of peace. 

The 2000 delegates gave their 
leader a tumultuous ovation as 
he concluded his 45-minute ad- 
dress. 

He cautioned the party against 
“humbug and blandishment” and 
against bidding for votes and 
party popularity “by promising 
what we cannot perform.” 

Attacks Socialism. 

His temper obviously taut after 
recent sharp exchanges with left- 
wing critics in the House of Com- 
mons, he struck out at “our s0- 
cialist friends” and their program 
“for nationalizing all the means of 
production, distribution and ex- 
change.” 

He asserted that would imply 
“not only the destruction of the 
life of the whole of our existing 
system of society and life and 
labor, but the creation and enforce- 
ment of another system or systems 
borrowed from foreign lands and 
alien minds.” 

“No restrictions upon well-estab- 
lished British liberties that is not 
proved indispensable to the prose- 
cution of the war and the transi- 
tion from war to peace can be 
tolerated,”’ he said. 

“Control for control's sake is 
senseless. Controls under the pre- 
text of war or its aftermath which 
are in fact designed to favor the 
accomplishment of totalitarian 
systems, however innocently de- 
signed, whatever guise they take, 
whatever liveries they wear, what- 
ever slogans they mouth are a 
fraud which should be mercilessly 
exposed to the British public, 

“At the end of our mainmast 
we fly the flag of free enterprise. 
We are determined that the na- 
tive genius and spirit of adven- 
ture, of risk-taking in peace as in 
war, shal] bear our fortunes for- 
ward, finding profitable work and 
trade for our people, and that 
good and thrifty housekeeping, 
both national and private, shall 
sustain our economy.” 

With more than 1,000,000 British 
homes damaged or destroyed, 
Churchill said: “Never was there 
a time when so much was planned 
and projected and so much re- 
mained to be turned from paper 
into action. Nothing is more clear 
than that when the war is over 
the world will face an acute 
shortage of food for several years. 
It would be madness indeed to 
cast away the increased food pro- 
duction which has been rchieved 
in the war.” 

To Stay in Office. 


He indicated clearly that he has 
no intention of stepping down 
from the driver’s seat once Ger- 
many is defeated. 

“Should it fall to me,” said 
Churchill, “as it may do, to form 
a government before the general 
election, I shal] seek out not only 
Conservatives but men of any 
party or no party who are willing 
to serve and thus invest our ad- 
ministration with a national char- 
acter. 

This, obviously, was meant to 
include victory over Japan as well 
as Germany. 

For Churchill, only a few min- 
utes later, declared Britain was 
obligated to repay injuries in- 
flicted by the Japanese “and the 
infernal cruelties they have per- 
petrated upon His Majesty’s sub- 
jects, British, Australian, Indian, 
Burmese and Malayan alike.” 

“This requires an intense effort

WPB LIFTS CONTROL 
ON PENICILLIN FOR 
USE OF CIVILIANS 
a 


Manufacturers Allowed to 


Distribute Drug Through 
Normal Channels. 


CHICAGO, March 15 (AP).— 
The War Production Board Office 
of Civilian Penicillin Distribution 
today relinquished control over 
distribution of penicillin for civil- 
ian use, permitting manufacturers 
to distribute the drug through nor- 


mal trade channels. 

Dr. John N. McDonnell, director 
of the OCPD, said the WPB had 
made available 1,280,000 vials of 
the drug for the period from 
March 15 to March 31, and an ad- 
ditional 1,500,000 vials will be 
available for civilian use through 
April. Each vial contains 100,000 
units. Previously 400,000 vials a 
month have been available for 
civilian use, Dr. McDonnell said. 

While the 24 firms manufactur- 
ing the drug will have more free- 
dom in distributing penicillin, Dr. 
McDonnell warned its use would 
be restricted solely to those types 
of cases in which the drug has 
been tested by Dr. Chester Keefer 
of Boston, chairman of the com- 
mittee on chemo-therapeutics. 

“Penicillin will not be available 
for use in pills, ointments and tab- 
lets,” Dr. McDonnell declared, “un- 
til production increased and great- 
er availability permit freer use.”

Chief demand from _ packer 
spokesmen was for an amendment 
directing that a “fair and equita- 
ble margin” be allowed on all live- 
stock products, As it is, they told 
the committee yesterday, packers 
are losing money on some meat 
items and are not able to make it 
up on others. 


Howard C. Greer, general man- 
ager of Kingan & Co., Indian- 
apolis, testified that his company 
suffered out-of-pocket losses of 
about one million dollars on its 
operations in the last eight 
months, 

“Many of the items demanded in 
large quantities by war procure- 
ment agencies carry prices which 
are demonstrably lower than cost,” 
he said. 

Lend-Lease at a Loss. 

For instance, Greer testified, his 
company is required to furnish 
more than 200,000 pounds of frozen 
pork sides weekly for lend-lease to 
England at a loss of $1 a hundred- 
weight.

Thirty-one of 142 St. Louis 
County school children examined 
with diagnostic lights today at 
the St. Louis County Health Cen- 
ter, proved to be infected with 
scalp ringworm, it was announced 
by Dr. E. G. McGavran, County 
Health Commissioner. 

These students will be kept out 
of school for treatment. It will 
be 16 days before it can be deter- 
mined whether they are suffering 
from the virulent or the mild 
form, Dr. McGavran said. 

Among the schools in which the 
ringworm infection was found 
were the Benton School in Valley 
Park, the St. Paul the Apostle 
school in Pine Lawn and St. John’s 
school in Mehlville.

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann was

Chadeayne promised that, if 
elected, the Democrats would cre- 
ate the office of Aviation Commis- 
sioner, with a qualified appointee 
reporting to the Mayor.

Vigorous efforts to eliminate 
slums and substandard housing 
were promised by Chadeayne. He 
also pledged full co-operation to 
labor and industry on postwar 
plans.

900 of 17,000 Out on 
Strike Returning — 
Studio Production 
Drags. 


HOLLYWOOD, March 15 (AP). 
—The first break developed today 
in the ranks of Hollywood’s AFL 
jurisdictional movie strike ag the 
Film Technicians’ local 683 yoted 
to return to work, regardless of 
pickets. 

The technicians represent 900 
of the 17,000 studio workers on 
strike. By a majority vote the 
technicians upheld the stand of 
their leaders who agserted the 
strike was “a wildcat walkout hav- 
ing nothing to do with wages, 


hours or any logical union cause.” 
The first of the returning tech- 


nicians started work this morning |_ 


to develop the film shot in the 
first three days of the strike. 

Otherwise, opposing sides stood 
pat on their demands, and studio 
production dragged. 

Striking members of the Confer- 
ence of Studio Unions went back 
to picket stations with support 
from workers of other unions, 

IATSE Top Officers Arrive. 

Nevertheless, threatened whole- 
gale defections from the ranks of 
the rival International Alliance of 
Theatrical Stage Employes appar- 
ently had been headed off by the 
hasty arrival of top officers of 
the organization. 

A big turnout was predicted for 
tomorrow night’s mass meeting of 
the Screen Actors’ Guild, but what- 
ever decision its 8000 members 
reach won't be known until next 
week, when votes are tabulated. 
Representatives of the three fac- 
tions—the two unions and the pro- 
ducers’ association—are to argue 
their cases. 

Verbal Clashes. 

Verbal continued be- 
tween Herbert K. Sorrell, presi- 
dent of the conference unions, who 
ealled the strike when producers 
refused to recognize the affiliated 
painters’ local as the bargaining 
agent for studio set decorators, 
and Richard A. Walsh, head of 
the powerful IATSE, which also 
sought control of the decorators. 

Sorrell scoffed at Walgh’s threat 
to pull out projectionists, machin- 
ists and stagehands from the na- 
tion’s theaters, and repeated: 

“The War Labor Board can set- 
tle this thing in five minutes if 
it will order the producers to abide 
by the award the WLB arbitrator 
made in favor of the painters’ 
local. 

“After that, the producers can 
appeal to any agency they desire, 
including the Supreme Court, and

met, himself came within a few 
inches of stopping a Japanese bul- 
let yesterday while watching an 
intense fire-fight on the north 
end of the island. 

His voice echoed with emotion 
when he said: 

“It is a victory that was not 
accomplished by any one service 
but by a brotherhood of all serv- 
ices, formed in the holocaust of 
battle. . . . Let us bow our heads 
in commemoration of their gal- 
lantry. . . . Well done.” 


The ceremony began at 9:30 this 
morning when John E. Glenn, 
New Orleans, a 21-year-old sandy 
mustached bugler, walked onto 
the black sand knoll licked by 
sporadic dust clouds and sounded 
attention. 


Nimitz’s Proclamation. 


As the group stood at attention 
the corps personnel officer, Col. 
D. A. Stafford of Spokane, Wash., 
read the proclamation from Fleet 
Adm. Chester WV. Nimitz “to the 
people of the Volcano Islands.” 

“United States forces under my 
command have occupied this and 
others of the Volcano Islands. All 
the powers of the government of 
the Japanese empire in the islands 
so occupied are hereby suspended. 
All the powers of government are 
vested in me as military governor 
end will be exercised by subordi- 
nate commanders under my direc- 
tion. 

“All persons will obey promptly 
all orders given.under my author- 
ity. Offenses against the forces 
of occupation will be severely 
punished.” 

After the proclamation, printed 
in both English and Japanese, was 
read the bugler sounded the colors 
and Pfc. Thomas J. Casale, Herki- 
mer, N, Y., sent the flag up the 
pole. He was assisted by Pfc. Al- 
bert B. Bush, Cleveland. The 
color detail was in charge of Sgt. 
Anthony C. Ysui, Portchester, N.

After the colors were hoisted the 
bugler sounded “Carry On” and 
the men broke up to walk back 
along the dusty road to their 
various tasks. ,

ALL IN 18-20 GROUP 


Navy to Fill Needs From 21- 
to-38 Brackets During 
Next 3 Months. 


WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP). 


'—The Army’s growing need for 


young infantrymen to replace 
combat losses will take practical- 
ly all inductees under 21 years old 
for the next three months. 

Beginning today, the Army and 
Navy announced jointly, the only 
exception to Army assignments 
for men drafted in that age 
bracket, will be the comparative 
few who qualify for such special- 
ized naval programs as radio tech- 
nicians and combat air crewmen. 

Routine manpower needs of the 
Navy will be met from the 21-to- 
38 age brackets during the three- 
month period. 

The move is another step in the 
Army’s efforts to increase its 
sources of supply for infantrymen. 
In recent months the service has 
closed all other branches. The 
announcement presumably does 
not affect the Navy’s policy of 
‘enlisting 17-year-olds, 

About 80,000 youths reach their 
eighteenth birthdays monthly, and 
the recent division has been ap- 
proximately 55,000 to the Army,

HE conference setting, 
T tivaaia Palace grounds, was 
what Roosevelt called a com- 
ee of Hollywood, Newport 
and the South, but in stark con- 
trast with it was the devastation 
of war in evidence on the country- 
side—skeletons beside the roads 
and shattered, blackened buildings. 

The main conference room, on 
the first floor of the palace, once 
was the place where the top 
stratum of Czarist Russia wined 
and dined and danced.

drew Democratic [majority dissent. 


The Republicans sought a pro- 
hibition against “expenditures,” as 
well as contributions, made in 
connection with any Federal elec- 
tion by a corporation, bank or 
labor organization,” 

Chairman Green (Dem.), Rhode 
Island, and Senators Stewart 
(Dem.), Tennessee, and Tun- 
nell (Dem.), Delaware, disagreed 
on the ground that such an 
extension of the Corrupt Prac- 
tices Act might limit freedom of 
speech, press and assembly, and 
that prohibitions and sanctions 
fail to prevent “pernicious politi- 
cal activity.” 

The clash over union election 
activity was in a 250-page report 
on the 1944 campaign filed with 
the Senate. 

The committe3. which ques- 
tioned Sidney 1” ilman, head of 
the PAC, said its inquiry devel-

tices Act prohibits unions and cor- 
porations from making contribu- 
tions in Federal elections, it “does 
not extend the bar to expendi- 
tures.” 

This position, taken by Hillman 
at the time, later was concurred 
in by the Attorney General, the 
committee asserted.

No Time for a Letdown 


By every conception,. the American First 
Army’s brilliant coup in capturing the Remagen 
bridge has brought us appreciably closer to V-E 
day. 

The Rhine had been expected, by Allies and 
Nazis alike, to be a formidable barrier. Judging 
by the time required ta cross lesser streams, Lt. 
Gen. Hodges’ forces seemed scheduled to be held 
up for weeks, if not for months. The Germans 
were methodically destroying every bridge as 
they withdrew across the Rhine. Preparations 
were made for an amphibious operation, lesser 
only in scale to the Normandy invasion of June 6, 

Then came the break. The Remagen bridge 
was found still intact when American advance 
forces came out upon the heights overlooking 
the' city. The daring and decisive action that 
followed is already immortal in our annals, The 
commanders who ordered an immediate advance, 
the first men who crossed the bridge in full 
knowledge that it was mined, the engtz:-ers who 
neutralized the charges—all merit the Allied 
world’s gratitude. 

Their triumph, and the speed with which it 
was followed up by pouring men and arms across 
the stream, are developments that “have seen 
the entire course of the war changed on the 
Western front and the end of the conflict 
brought unquestionably nearer,” Don Whitehead 
reported yesterday in a dispatch from the Rhine 
front. 

Naturally, there is rejoicing on the home front, 
and the prophets of victory by “‘next Tuesday” 
have emerged again. Though Mr. Whitehead 
writes glow{ngly of the Rhine crossing, he does 
not join those prophets. Instead, he injects a 
sobering note: “Only a super-optimist could fail 
to see that there is much bloody fighting ahead 
before Germany is beaten into total defeat.” 

This is the grim and unpleasant fact that we 
on the home front ought to remember in the 
midst of our jubilation. 

Congress, for one, should remember the job 
still ahead as it stalls and compromises on the 
necessity for passing an adequate man-power 
control law to fill the factories and speed the 
nation’s lagging war production. 

The job still ahead should also be remembered 
by war-plant workers who are tempted to look 
around for a comfortable berth in civilian 
production. It should be particularly remem- 
bered by war-plant strikers and aggrieved work- 
ers who consider going on strike. The men on 
the Rhine need tons of munitions and equip- 
ment to batter their road to Berlin. Shall we 
let them down as they round into the home 
stretch? 

Predictions of early victory have been fre- 
quent. They came with the first mass bombings 
of Germany as far back as 1942. They came 
again last summer during the sweep through 
Northern France. The predictions will be ful- 
filled some day, of course, and the date was ad- 
vanced by the Rhine crossing, but there is the 
reckoning with our fiercely determined Japanese 
enemy still ahead. 

Even as we rejoice, we cannot afford a let- 
down. 

The Rhine has been crossed, but the Allies 
are not yet in Berlin—or in Tokyo. 
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Frustrating. Pin-Ups 

Actor Louis Hayward, ex-Marine, says service 
men are frustrated when they come home to 
find that most women don’t look like pin-up 
girls. He concludes that the men would find 
it more profitable and realistic to pin up mechan- 
ical blueprints for study. 

Putting Mr. Hayward’s premise to a test, we 
failed to find any very frustrated service men in 
the immediate vicinity. Moreover, it seems that 
the actor forgot that this is a day of rapid tech- 
nical advances. An old blueprint is less realistic 
than a Varga girl. 
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A Soldier’s Plaza Suggestion 
An excellent suggestion for St. Louis municipal 
planners appeared in the Post-Dispatch recently, 
in the form of a letter from Pvt. John J. Logue, 
stationed at Fort Leavenworth. It is Pvt. Logue’s 


thought that when the World War II memorial 


is built, it should not be placed in Memorial 
Plaza, but on its margin, in a park or on the 
riverfront. St. Louis, the soldier said, should 
“let the Plaza devote itself to growing tall elms 
like the lazy greens of New England.” 

Pvt. Logue is dead right. Memorial Plaza 
should be kept as an unbroken strip of greenery 
amid the city’s brick and asphalt. It should not 
be cluttered up with buildings, no matter how 
handsome, and it should be extended to take in 
the built-up blocks that now interrupt the vista 
to Aloe Plaza. Furthermore, the setting of Aloe 
Plaza, with its charming Milles Fountain, should 
be improved some day by elimination of the drab 
buildings and glaring signs that are now its 
background on two sides. Why not locate the 
new memorial to face the Milles Fountain, across 
the plaza from Union Station? 

Those are matters for the future, but it’s well 
to begin thinking about them now. St. Louis 
should be grateful to Pvt. Logue for remind- 
ing us. 
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Retreat by Report 

The report on newscast advertising printed in 
today’s Mirror represents a rapid disengaging 
movement. The National Association of Broad- 
casters’ committee which made the report avoids 
attack on the main problems of advertising good 
taste. The committee chairman himself says 
“the statement .. . is admittedly one which 
fails to go to the roots of the matter.” 

Most of the suggestions of the committee are 
good—good enough to' have been almost unneces- 
sary. For instance, most broadcasters already 
restrict the length of newscast plugs. However, 
the committee fails to be specific about two 
major problems of commercial bad taste in news- 
casts. These are (1) interruption of news broad- 
casts with commercial plugs and (2) sponsorship 
of these broadcasts by objectionable advertisers. 

The committee is willing to advise radio that 
“sponsorship of news broadcasts be determined 
with the same judgment of good taste and seri- 
ousness which governs the preparation . . . of 
the news itself.” The committee is not willing 
to say that news sponsorship by advertisers of 
pills, kidney remedies and deodorants is an af- 
front to the public. As for interrupting plugs, 
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the committee is content to advise proper place- 
ment of these, and to note that many stations 
are doing away with them. 

We think that the big networks should take 
the lead in ending interrupting plugs and ob- 
jectionable sponsorship of news. Distasteful 
commercials threaten the future of radio's fine 
news service. Instead of attacking this problem, 
the NAB committee retreated, and not entirely 
in good order. 
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Wall Street or Main Street? 

While Bretton Woods has been marking time 
legislatively, it is becoming increasingly clear 
that the American people aren’t yet hypnotized 
by the Wall Street bankers’ barrage of technical 
criticisms of the proposed International Mone- 
tary Fund, well termed by Assistant Secretary 
of State Acheson “a substitute for international 
monetary warfare.” 

They now know that the much-heralded Bur- 
gess report backing the bank but blasting the 
fund was not laid before the American Bankers’ 
Association in convention assembled, but is the 
work of a _ big-banker-dominated commission 
under the association’s auspices, and was issued 
without prior approval by A.B.A.’s rank and file, 
Thomas L. Stokes, Scripps-Howard columnist, 
says this illustrates the way the big bankers are 
trying to kill the Bretton Woods plan because 
it might cut into their profits and power in the 
postwar world. 

The bankers of Main Street promptly regis- 
tered their disagreement with their Wall Street 
cousins, The Independent Bankers’ Association, 
with national headquarters in Sauk Center, Minn, 
~—whose Main Street was immortalized by Sin- 
clair Lewis—a body recognized as representing 
the country banker’s point of view, has approved 
the fund as well as the bank, It reported to 
Congress that the technical details of the fund 
“are as sound and as workable as it is possible 
to formulate in advance of an actual trial and 
tested experience.” 

This, we believe, represents the mood of the 
people. The Main Street banker is close enough 


‘to them to appreciate their determination that 


America won’t upset the international apple-cart 
this time because of either isolationism or just 
plain greed. 

The little banker knows what Secretary Mor- 
genthau meant last week by his appeal to the 
House Committee on Banking and Currency for 
the quick passage of the legislation to imple- 
ment our participation in both fund and bank. 
He knows how important it is that the assembling 
delegates to the San Francisco Conference of the 
United Nations, beginning April 25, have this 
Exhibit A of our sincerity in the cause of inter- 
national economic peace.

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Trade Barrier In Insurance 

One of the best things in the Supreme Court 
decision that insurance is commerce is that it 
will end a form of interstate trade barrier. In 
Missouri, that barrier consists of a 2 per cent 
tax on premium collections from which com- 
panies organized in the State are exempt. Now 
Missouri must apparently either remove this 
discrimination in favor of “home” companies or 
lose some $2,500,000 annual revenue now col- 
lected from ‘foreign’ companies. A bill to do 
the former is in course of preparation, according 
to a Jefferson City dispatch yesterday. 

The alternative seems unthinkable. If the 
Legislature refuses to act, the foreign companies 
will in all probability refuse to pay the tax. 
Thereupon they would be barred from doing 
business in the State. Naturally they would not 
take that lying down; they would go to court 
to enjoin Missouri from restraining interstate 
commerce. There could, we should think, be 
only one outcome: decision against the State, 
after protracted litigation and loss of the tax 
revenues for the period during which the exist- 
ing discrimination continued. 

Hence it is urgent that the Legislature end the 
discrimination before May 1, on which date the 
foreign companies might stop paying and start 
the State on the disastrous alternative course. 


And Missouri insurance companies should not 


oppose the passage. Though they stand to lose a 
special advantage they now enjoy in Missouri, 
they would surely gain as much or more in other 
states where they are now discriminated 
against. It is in the ultimate interest of insur- 
ance companies and everyone else that every 
kind of interstate trade barrier be struck down, 
for it is by unhindered trade among the states 
that greater prosperity comes—including greater 
ability to buy insurance.

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Two Thoughts on the Ides 


Day of pain though it is, it would be ungra- 
cious to let this 1945 Ides of March slip away 
without paying tribute to the Federal law’s ex- 
empting $500 of income for each dependent in- 
stead of the less generous previous $350. Cer- 
tainly the larger figure comes nearer the actual 
cost of maintaining a dependent. All to the 
good, too, is the recognition that a family put- 
ting a child through college needs tax relief at 
least as much as one with a child in grade school. 

The Ides also calls to notice an interesting dif- 
ference between the State of Missouri and the 
United States of America. According to the 
chivalrous Legislature, a wife is worth $1000 to 
any man. Is it misogyny, perhaps, that causes 
Congress to value her at only $500? Congress, 
to be sure, values children at $500 per, whereas 
the Legislature, evidently confident that Mis- 
souri’s population increase will take care of it- 
self, rates them at only $200. 

Five, two or any number of hundreds, how- 
ever, it is, as we said, a day of sorrow. One 
might suggest just forgetting the whole thing— 
but whose budget can?

Radio Men Consider Plug-Uglies

Recommendations for proper advertising in news programs are 
made by committee of National Association of Broadcasters, but 
of report lacks specific stand on middle commercials or objectionable 
sponsorship; does not go to roots of matter, its chairman concedes.

Editor’s Note: Recommendations on ad- 
vertising in news broadcasts are contained 
in a report by the National Association of 
Broadcasters’ News Committee, which in- 
cludes several station managers and net- 
work news directors. The radio trade mag- 
azine, Broadcasting, says the report was ac- 
companied by a letter from Karl Koerper, 
committee chairman and managing director 
of KMBC, Kansas City. His letter says, in 
part: 

“The statement .. . is admittedly one 
which fails to go to the roots of the matter, 
The ‘roots’ are whether it is in the public 
interest to deny broadcast facilities to all 
sellers and/or manufacturers of patent 
medicines, to the most obnoxious or none 
at all... . Of this we are certain: If the 
industry fails to judge the type of sponsor- 
ship of news programs with the same con- 
siderations of good taste and seriousness 
which govern the preparation and presenta- 
tion of the news, the public in due course 
will take matters in its own hands,” 


The part of the committee report dealing 
with newscast advertising follows, 

In the light of the industry’s obligation 
to the public, is every type of business ac- 
ceptable for sponsoring the news? 


It is our belief that, to a greater extent 
than is the case with any other type of 
radio program, the type of sponsorship 
must be given careful consideration. What 
might be acceptable sponsorship for one 
type of program might very well be ques- 
tionable sponsorship for a news program. 

It is suggested in all sincerity that the 
type of sponsorship of news programs be 
determined with the same good taste and 
seriousness which governs the preparation 
and presentation of the news itself. 

It is felt that better over-all service would 
result if commercial copy of news programs 
would “flow” like news copy itself. It 
should be prepared in a simple, clear, con- 
cise and straightforward manner to match 
good news writing. The commercial mes- 
sage should be live copy; the use of the 
transcribed musical jingle and other nov- 
elty type should be discouraged with the 
idea of ultimate elimination. 


Length of “Commercials” 


Length of the commercial in news pro- 
grams should be severely limited with par- 
ticular attention given to shortening the 
opening. Short commercials build good will 
for both sponsor and station. 

Simply as a guide, it is suggested that 
stations think in terms of a maximum of 
150 and 250 words of commercial, respec- 
tively, for five- and 10-minute news pro- 
grams, these figures to include open and 
close. 

Stations which may sell three one-minute 
commercials to three different sponsors, in 
an “unsponsored” five-minute news pro- 
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gram, are violating the NAB Code as 
amended April 28, 1943. Such practice is 
also inconsistent with News Committee rec- 
ommendations. ‘On five-minute shows, a 
short open and close is an ideal arrange- 
ment, 


Commercial sponsor identification and 
the commercial message should in no way 
be made an integral part of the news. 
Sponsor message should not use tie-ins with 
news copy or other artificial devices to 
attract listeners’ attention. 


The use of a separate announcer ig help- 
ful when commercials are given. This is 
not considered mandatory as long as a 
clear-cut identification of the commercial 
segment of the broadcast is given. ~ 


In common practice, there are variations, 
predicated on local conditions, as to 
whether news commercials are given be- 
fore, after or within newscasts. The man- 
ner in which the commercial is placed is 
more important than mere mechanical ar- 
rangement. The position of a commercial 
with respect to its proximity to certain 
subject matter of the news is of utmost 
importance, particularly in wartime. 


Where to Put Plugs 


When placed within the newscast, the 
commercial may be delivered at the con- 
clusion of any item, but there should al- 
ways be a clean-cut line of demarcation be- 
tween the news and commercial copy, 


An individual news story should never 
be interrupted for the sponsor’s message. 
It is equally important to guard against 
improper placement from the standpoint of 
the nature of the news immediately preced- 
ing the commercial. For example: the com- 
mercial should not immediately follow re- 
ports of casualties, ship sinkings, domestic 
disasters, btc. 


The number of stations reporting eJimi- 
nation of middle commercials is increasing, 
A station which embarked on such a policy 
reports that its news sponsors are now 
adhering to this plan and are finding it 
completely successful, 


MAINE AND THE NATION 


From the Memphis Commercial Appeal. 


Advices from Augusta, State of Maine, 
indicate that the State may decide to go 
with the nation in the matter of holding 
elections. It has been conclusively proved 


. that the nation does not by any means 


always go as Maine goes, anyhow, and the 
Maine habit of holding State elections in 
September and going to the polls again in 
November in a presidential year igs double 
trouble and added expense. 

If there was ever any political value in 
the Pine Tree State’s early elections, it has 
long since vanished, as witness the fact 
that it has been possible to rewhittle the 
slogan and make it read “as Maine goes so 
goes Vermont” within the last few years. 
In any case, legislation to change the date 
of Maine elections from September to No- 
vember has been introduced, 


Philosophy Is Made Intelligible 
In Book by a Scottish Professor 


“An Introduction to Philosophy,” by W. A. Sinclair. 
(Oxford University Press, New York.) 


This book of 152 pages is a gem. The 
author, lecturer in philosophy at the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, tells us that the first 
five chapters will be accepted by most con-. 
temporary philosophers, as outlining the- 
field of inquiry. The following five chap- 
ters give an outline of his own views on 
the problem of knowledge, and with these, 
he says, most contemporary philosophers 
will not agree, 

Most of us have taken the works of the 
master philosophers and tried to under- 
stand them, usually with exasperation as 
the result. Sinclair explains why this is so, 
We have read “popularizations” of philos- 
ophy, which have left us in complete be- 
wilderment, Sinclair explains about that, 
too, 


“No one philosopher can be understood, 
considered by himself,” he says. “If you read 
the great philosopherg in something like 
chronological order, you will find the views 
of each appear as impressively plain com- 
mon sense; e. g., what you yourself would 
have concluded in the circumstances.” 

Furthermore: “Discovering what ig best 
to direct your attention to is the work of 
the biologist, or physicist, or philosopher, 
as such. To use language to carry out the 
directing is the art of the literary crafts 
man, and there ig no necessary connection 
between the two. Men who are good at 
the one are not necessarily good at the 
other. The naturally easy exploiter is gel- 
dom given to original thinking, and the 
original thinker is irritated by the de 
tailed work of exposition. It is a melan- 
choly commonplace that most of the 
greater philosophers—for instance, Kant— 
did not so enjoy exposition, with the result 
that their books are extremely difficult to 
read,” 

The author believes it is his business, as 
a philosopher, to take you by the hand (if 
you want to be taken by the hand) and 
lead you to the point from which you can 
see for yourself what it is all about. Then 
you will be on your own—making “the 
attempt to understand the universe, and 
ourselves, and our place in the universe, 
whether for theoretical interest or for 
material practical purposes,” which at- 
tempt IS philosophy. 


This little book is the continuation of 
the grand campaign to bring learning to 
the ordinary man. Learning is “selecting” 
the relevant. Education is an internal, in- 
dividual process, taking place in a society. 
It is observation, and thought. 

All the important stuff that the wisest 
man knows can be quickly imparted to 
a receptive mind, This is the common 
sense of democracy. The breakdown of the 
monopoly of “learning” goes on apace. 
The channels of communication are wid- 
ened and extended, until “every man shall 
be filled with light.”

Part of Our Experience. 


The American people have had 
a long experience of this very 
problem of the relation between a 
Federal Constitution and _ state 
constitutions, between  constitu- 
tional and statute and common 
law. The experience will stand us 
in good stead if we draw on it now. 


From this experience we can 
learn also a lesson of the greatest 
pertinence; nameiy, that the ini- 
tial text of a constitution does not 
establish a constitutional order. An 
order has to be developed by judi- 
cial decision, by legislation, and 
also by usage and custom. 


In international relations, poli- 
tics is called diplomacy, and we 
must not imagine that, having 
created the world organization, 
diplomacy will disappear. Diplo- 
macy will continue operating 
through the Security Council and 
the Assembly, but also outside 
these institutions in direct inter- 
course among the nations con- 
cerned in particular problems. 

That is another reason for not 
over-emphasizing the mechanism 
of voting and of membership. For 
diplomatic intercourse will be the 
real determinant of how the

ROME. 


N endless source of speculation here is why the Germans kept 
large numbers of their best troops in Northern Italy when, by 
withdrawing to the passes of the Alps, they could have held 


that frontier with only a few divisions. 


The industrial plants of the 
North are one answer. But the 
volume of production in Milan and 
other industrial centers is not suf- 
ficient to justify such an illogical 
use of military man power. In 
fact, recent reports indicate that, 
through repé@ated Allied bombing 
and through sabotage by the Ital- 
ian underground, production in the 
Po Valley has been greatly cur- 
tailed. 


No Passage to Reich. 


It may suffice to supply Marshal 
Kesselring’s 26 or 27 divisions, but 
there is little left over. If there 
were any surplus, continuous 
bombing of the passes of the Alps 
has made it all but impossible to 
get it into Hitler’s besieged Reich. 

The decline of production in 
German-held Italy, by far the most 
productive part of the country, 
points up.the extremely effective 
work being done by Italian Par- 
tisans. The Partisans in the rugged 


Apennines have shown extraordi- 
nary courage and tenacity. By 
their knowledge, skill and bold- 
ness, they have saved countless 
American lives. 

Supplies are dropped to them 
from the air under conditions 
which subject flyers to great haz- 
ards. For obvious reasons, little 
can be said about this now. 

The Italians are helping the 
Allied -war effort in many ways. 
Military men with whom I have 
talked in this theater almost all 
agree that Italian divisions are 
performing a valuable service, The 
pressure on the Allied line that 
runs across the peninsula is great, 
and Italian regiments have helped 
to relieve that pressure. 


Busy Behind the Lines. 


Behind the lines, in connection 
with the vast tasks of supply and 
transportation, you see them work- 
ing everywhere. It is true that 
their tempo is slow. As one GI 
put it, the man who said Rome 
wasn't built in a day must have 
watched Italians at work. But 
their help in the hard drudgery of 
the war has meant an important 
saving in Allied man power. 

Italian service troops, using 
mules, have carried munitions and 
supplies right up to foxholes over 
almost impassable mountain trails. 
Again, their knowledge and ex- 
perience have counted for a great 
deal. 

All th's is evidence of the con- 
tinuing vitality of the 


people in spite of Fascism, dis- | ended elsewhere.

grace and defeat. 


Another possible reason, in- 
cidentally, why Kesserling’s forces 
have held on in Northern Italy 
is the fact that more than 400,- 
000 Italian workers, including 
many of the ablest and most 
highly skilled, are working in Ger- 
many. To abandon all of Italy 
would be to risk the loss of those 
workers’ productive capacity. 

The road back for the Italian 
people is bound to be a long one. 
Their moral bankruptcy is pain- 
fully evident. Even hard-boiled 
GIs are shocked by young Ital- 
ian boys who, in parts of Southern 
Italy, solicit on the streets for 
their sisters. 

The extent of thievery is ap- 
palling. United States property 
must be protected at all times. If 
jeeps and command cars cannot 
be stolen wecause they are locked 
and double-locked, then leather is 
cut off the seats and every part 
removed that can be pried off. 
Pilfering of A:nerican supplies’ is 
' serious. nfortunately, here as in 
| France, some Americans in uni- 
form have participated in looting 
and in rackets which extend into 
the upper reaches of the black 
market. | 


Two Types of Reaction. 


Those who have followed the 
progress of the liberation from 
the beginning say there are geo- 
graphical variations in the reac- 
tions of the Italians. In Florence, 
for example, something of the 


pride of Northern Italy enters in. 

One curious example of differ- 
ing reactions is cited. Currently, 
one of the most popular of the old 
films that were barred in Fascist 
Italy is Charlie Chaplin’s “The 
Great Dictator,” with Jack Oakie’s 
broad take-off of Mussolini. In 
Naples, audiences almost literally 
roll on the floor with laughter. 
But in Florence, in the North, 
they weep in shame at the 
thought that they ever surren- 
dered their freedom to such a 
gross caricature of a human be- 
ing as Mussolini. 

Italy today is a museum of the 


horrors of Fascism. No worse 
punishment could be devised for 
Mussolini, who now hides behind 
Hitler, than to bring him back to 
see the plight of the people he 
debauched and deceived.

The ground in the Arena is cov- 

ered with clay but it, too, was a 
little damp, making footing sticky, 
but that didn’t prevent the pitch- 
ers from throwing the ball nor the 
batting cage from operating, so 
Manager Luke Sewell was pleased 
with being able to accomplish as 
much as he did. 

Hurler Hit by Batted Ball. 

Al La Macchia was tossing the 
‘ball in the batting cage to Junior 
Stephens, who hit one back at the 
pitcher on a line. La Macchia 
barely had time to turn his hip 
into the drive and at that got a 
severe wallop. 

Sewell said recently that he 
thought hig club had brought up 
more promising youngsters this 
spring than any other in the 
American League. That is, he 
thought the men the Browns had 
added would do the team more 
good than those acquired by any 
other. 

Leonard Schulte, St. Charles, 
Mo., an infielder, was one of those 
Luke had in mind when he made 
the statement, and Sewell has the 
support of Schulte’s Toledo team- 
mates that Len will be a help to 
the American League Champions 
of 1944. 

Schulte is not a big man. He is 
5 feet 10 inches tall and weighs 
160 pounds. He doesn’t give you 
the impression of having much 
power at the plate because in bat- 
ting practice he doesn’t hit many 
long balls. 

Batted in 96 Runs. 

“Huh, don’t let that fool you,” 
remarked a pitcher who was with 
Toledo last year, when Len drove 
in 96 runs with a .288 batting gver- 
age. “That guy hits them pretty 
far, And another thing, he doesn’t 
have to be in the game every day 
to keep his batting eye. Why, 
I’ve seen him out of the lineup 
for two weeks at a time, then step 
right back in there and get his 
hits.”

A Versatile Player. 


Len played most of his 153 
games last season at second base, 
but he also worked at. shortstop 
and third base, and did all right 
at each position. 

Schulte wag one of the five who 
‘struggled against Byron Moser’s 
new batting machine in practice 
yesterday. The new robot was 
something of a mystery to the 
boys, and several of them did not 
like it, contending that the ball 

“sneaks up on you.” That is, the 
device has no arm to follow; you 
simply have to watch the ball 
every split second, and before you 
know it, it's on top of you 

It has an advantage that it is 
tireless, and so early in the season 
pitchers are not ready to throw a 
great deal. 

It was noticeable that after a 
little while the boys were able to 
hit the ball good, although Pete 
Gray, the one-armed outfielder, 
contended that he would never be 
able to “work effectively against 
it. “I simply have to have a 
pitcher’s arm to follow,” he de 
clared, “and that thing hasn't 
any.” 

Never Gets a Sore Arm, But— 


The machine is operated by elec- 
tricity and a band of rubber 
projects the ball. Several devices 
enable the operator to regulate 
its speed and where the bal! is 
thrown.

WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP). 
~—Major league baseball Presi- 
dents Ford Frick and Will Har- 


ridge said today they will recom- 
mend to their clubs the cancella- 
tion of spring training games in- 
volving public transportation. 

Frick and Harridge made this 
announcement along with Clark 
Griffith, owner of the Washington 
Senators, after conferring with 
Col. J. Monroe Johnson, Office of 
Defense Transportation Director. 

In effecting this further volun- 
tary reduction in travel, the big 
league clubs may play intra-camp 
games as well as contests en route 
to their home parks, provided the 
cities where those games are 
played are on a direct route home 
and no additional travel is in- 
volved. 

Games which the league heads 
will recommend be canceled are 
those necessitating special trips by 
a team from one training camp 
to another. 

Games at service camps, how- 
ever, may be played when trans 
portation is provided by the armed 
services. 

When the teams reach their re- 
spective home cities, intra-city 
games su the Yankees against 
the Gipfits in New York or the 
Cardjials versus the Browns in 
St. Louts may be played. 

This arrangement may work a 
slight hardship on cities that have 
only one team, such as Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, Detroit and Pittsburgh,

THE ST. LOUIS FAIR, starting before the 
Civil War and suspended for the four years of 
that war's duration, ran into the motor era. In 
its next-to-last year, 1902, automobile races were 
run on the mile track two afternoons.

ASE F-217: Parmentier, aged probably 30, was a French 
C apothecary who found himself a prisoner of war during the 

days when the potato was first becoming familiar to Eu- 
ropeans. 

An Englishman, Thomas Coke, had already appreciated the 
value of this new tuber as a means of staving off famine among 
the poorer classes, so he determined to popularize it. He be- 
gan with his own tenants and neighbors, but they grew in- 
censed at his idea, for they said it would sterilize the soil. Many 
ailments were also attributed to it. Almost everybody seemed 
violently prejudiced against it. 

Though Coke offered land to his tenants rent free, he 
couldn’t induce anyone to grow potatoes, so after five years he 
grew some himself. As he dug the large Ox Noble variety, his 
neighboring farmers would only admit that perhaps “’twouldn’t 
poison the pigs.”

IN A CONTINENTAL prison at this time, Parmentier and 
his French companions were served potatoes, His fellow sol- 
diers protested at the outrage of having to dine-on such “un- 
godly provender.” But Parmentier thoughtfully inquired about 
methods of cultivating the tuber and also recipes for its use on 
the table. As soon as he returned to France, he obtained an 
experimental farm from the Emperor, which he planted entirely 
in potatoes. 

' The time finally came when they were ready to be har- 
vested. But Parmentier then used some psychology, instead of 


the coercion and pleading which Thomas Coke had fruitlessly 
employed for five years in England. 
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AT HIS OWN EXPENSE, Parmentier hired a few soldiers 
to patrol all sides of his famous potato patch during the day- 
time. Meanwhile, he conducted distinguished guests through 
the field, digging a few tubers here and there, which they 
peeled and devoured with evident gusto. At night, however, he 
withdrew his guards, Two or three days later one of his men 
hastened to Parmentier with the news that thieves had broken 
into the patch at night, and had dug part of the crop. To the 
surprise of his informant, Parmentier was overjoyed. 

“When the people will steal in order to procure some of my 
potatoes,” Parmentier exclaimed, “then their popularity is as- 
sured.”

BY EVERY conventional con- 
cept of the nineteenth century 
George Sand was a bad girl. There 
were reasons. She was born in an 
age which gave no woman, good 
or bad, a break. Brilliant, beau- 
tiful, utterly reckless in fighting 
for what she thought was right, 
she battled back. And was lashed 
by the world in return. So what? 
She faced it. She could not heal 
the past by whining about it in 
the present. She was sorry and 
she admitted it, often. But whin- 
ing wouldn’t help now. Anyone 
could make mistakes. The great 
thing was to rise above them— 
build new glory on their ashes. 
So, in the splendid biography by 
Marie Jenney Howe, she refused 
to look back., And where others 
would have grieved “she felt with- 
in herself the creation of a new 
personality.” 

“She had so many selves. She 
had left several behind her and 
did not care to sit and weep over 
their outgrown shells. She did not 
indulge in remorse. She started 


again in the present and turned 
her back on the past. 

“She was willing to accept the 
consequences of every act of her 
life. But acceptance meant to 
George something different from 
orthodox submission. It meant 
facing and, if necessary, grappling 
up to it, as a fighter prepares for 
combat. 

“She was going somewhere and 
no cruel consequence was to be 
allowed to.crush her or keep her 
from moving freely on her way. 
She bent all her energies toward 
the woman she intended to be- 
come. In this courageous spirit 
she was ready to solve her per- 
sonal problems and go on to new 
life—to many new lives.” 
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GEORGE SAND may have been 
a reckless spirit in the 1800s but 
she will be a shining example be- 
cause of her courage in centuries 
to come. She had the tallest form 
of courage.. She could make a 
mistake and then—regret and for- 
get. She refused to spoil the pres- 
ent or block the future merely be- 
cause she had gummed up the 
past. She realized that tremend- 
ous truth—that it’s as wicked to 
waste Today by useless remorse 
as it was to spoil Yesterday by 
stubborn error, 

It takes a rare soul to face and 
admit ‘hat fact. Most of us are 
inclined to make side shows of 
yesterday's Naughty Doings. We 
have few opportunities to grab 
the spotlight in our normal righte- 
ous routine. We'd like to be saints 
but we seldom make the grade. 
So we do the next best thing—we 
blossom out as sinners, Which is 
merely another and extremely 
cheap form: of exhibitionism. 

There’s just one thing to do 
with a bad blunder after you’ve 
made it. And that is, say you're 
sorry and then forget it. No one, 
at least of all yourself, can be 
helped by a prolonged wake over 
your misdemeanors. And no one 
is fooled for long by your cater- 
wauling. They know you're just 
showing off. 

All of which applies to every 
one of us. We waste more life 
Seeing Our Sins than we ever do 
by committing them in the first 
place. A real Regretter doesn’t 
have an audition. He gets wise 
and gets busy and calls it a new 
day.

O VERY especially do I like the similar plan inaugurated 
S by two or three church committees on behalf of the church 

members who are in the armed ‘forces, that I want to 
print the composite of their letters explaining the plan, so 
that any others who also may like the idea, can follow it. 
Their letter tells me: 

“We obtained a list of members of the church who were 
willing to write at least one letter each fortnight, to the 
service man or woman whose name was drawn by lot. Some 
of these correspondents are single; others married; some have 
membes of their own families in the service, but we are all 
considered friends within the church. 

“All of the names of our service men ane women are 
written on small strips of bristol board, kept in a special box 
with a hand-hole in the top. Before drawing the names are 
thoroughly mixed. And even when the writer may not know 
the person he or she draws each time, the letters are easy 
to write since there is always two weeks of accumulated news 
of general interest concerning activities in the church, in the 
town, etc. The result of the above program is that some of 
our married folk in the service get letters from single girls, 
and the few young women of the church in the service, hear 
from married men. 

‘“After more than two years of carrying this idea out, some- 
one now advances the opinion that it is improper for a single 
girl to write to a married man! The committee would like to 
call a meeting, fortified with your expression of opinion; 
and suggestions, too, if you have any to offer.” 

This suggestion of impropriety in a single town-news letter 
is ridiculous unless there are some people not following the 
rules—which from your letter does not seem likely.

Menus for 
Tomorrow

EBRUARY and March are the 
F two months for canning grape- 

fruit. The price is within the 
reach of thrifty housewives who 
would like to store away a supply 
of canned grapefruit to serve the 
family when the fresh is scarce, 
poor in quality and high in price. 
The first requisite is heavy, juicy, 
fine-textured fruit. The sec- 
ond is careful preparation. Re- 
move the peeling in such a way 
that all the white fiber or rag 
comes off with it. The most sav- 
ing way is to blanch the grape- 
fruit in enough boiling water to 
cover for two minutes, just as you 
blanch tomatoes for canning. Then 
cool and peel off the skin and 
rag all at the same time. Then 
use a sharp paring knife to sep- 
arate the sections. This section- 
ing .takes considerable time, be- 
cause it requires more care to find 
the division of the sections. The 
quicker method is to peel off the 
grapefruit with a rather long, 
slender sharp knife, using a slant- 
ing, saw-like motion of the knife 
to obtain a shapely, juicy ball en- 
tirely free from rag. 


When the grapefruit is peeled 


like this, the dividing membranes 
are easily seen and the sectioning 
of the peeled fruit is much quick- 
er. If the peeling and sectioning 
of the grapefruit is done over a 
bowl to catch the drip, not a great 
lot is lost. Next the beautiful sec- 
tions are carefully packed in clean 
sterile jars. Add one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt or two tablespoons sugar 
to each quart, 


The flavor is delicious and nat- 
ural, and when salt is used there 
is no sign of the fruit floating. 
Fill to within one-half inch of the 
top with juice. The next pro- 
cedure is to leave the jars un- 
sealed and put them in barely sim- 
mering water (to be exact, use a 
thermometer and have the water 
heated to 165 degrees F.) and let 
the jars remain for 15 minutes. 
Then remove and_e seal the 
jars and return to the water, 
which has been increased to 180 
degrees F., and let remain for 
five minutes. The water coming 
over the tops of the jars. te- 
move and cool the jars in the 
usual way and test the seal. This 
method of processing is called pas- 
teurization and is adequate for the 
preservation of fruit so acid as 
grapefruit. Remember this is con- 
siderably below the boiling tem- 
perature.

Flying Hospitals Bring Boys Back 


Only Serious Cases Are Flown From Europe; Care Matches Ground Treatment.

NEW YORK, March 14. 

ECHNIQUE in th air evacua- 
T evacuation of wounded Ameri- 

can soldiers from Europe to 
the United States has improved so 
rapidly that the evacuation planes 
are now, in fact, flying hospitals, 
aboard which the patients receive 
as much attention as they would 
in a ground hospital. They get 
their injections and general nurs- 
ing care, and on occasion blood 
transfusions have been given 
while a plane was soaring above 
the Atlantic. 

Only the more seriously wound- 
ed are evacuated by air. The Med- 
ical Corps handles their selection 
and the Air Transport Command 
has the job of flying them home. 
The quick evacuation of these 
long-term cases makes room and 
releases doctors and nurses for 
the steady flow of new patients. 
It also enables certain cases to 
get special treatment which is 
more readily available in America 
than in Europe. Also it is an im- 
portant gesture on the part of the 
Army to show its gratitude and 
continued interest in these men 
who have sacrificed so much. 


Some of them know they are 
going to die, but they want to go 
home to do it. The fact that the 
Army is concerned enough to fly 
them home Makes a deep impres- 
sion on them and their families. 

Selections of those who are to 
fly home are made at the various 
general hospitals where certain 
patients are certified as fit for 
transportatiam by air. 

The cases sent home by air in- 
clude facial injuries, such as jaws 
shot away and which are under- 
going plastic surgery; nerve in- 
juries which have resulted in par- 
alysis; amputations in good con- 
dition; fractures of bones of the 
feet; the blind: bad fractures of 
long bones; patients with malig- 
nant diseases and lung penetra- 
tions. No mental cases are evacu- 
ated by air. 

While awaiting the plane on 
which this correspondent made the 
homeward trip with the wounded, 
Capt. John E. Lally of Brookline, 
Mass., in charge of transportation, 
led a tour of the facilities for air 
evacuation, In the wards were the 
men awaiting their turn to fly 
home. It is here that they often 
fall into periods of moroseness, 
hours of wondering what life is 
going to be for them after their 
return. In this connection Capt. 
Lally told how two sergeants had 
undergone amputations, made the 
air trip home and finally were 
equipped with artificial limbs. 
Then they volunteered to go back 
and demonstrate to others await- 
ing the trip what they had been 
able to do, 

They developed a regular act. 
Without announcement they would 
enter a ward, and one. of them 
would begin to strut up and down 
between the beds and generally

torians have declared that 150,000 
persons saw him at the Fair. 


A (hot air) balloon ascension 
and parachute drop, at which 
“all eyes turned upward in awe 
and amazement,” was an 1892 Big 
Thursday thrill. This, however, 
had gone on at the larger county 
and state fairs for several seasons. 
Later, the so-called races, or dis- 
tance contests, of gas balloons, 
starting usually from St. Louis, 
preceded by a few years the devel- 
oping of dirigible balloons and 
heavier-than-air flying craft. 


The city’s first Zoo was part of 
the Fair, from 1876, when a com- 
mittee went to New York and 
bought animals there and, through 
an agent, from the Hagenbeck 
stock in Hamburg, Germany. “Du- 
plicate animals, born in captivity 
or obtained from the Western 
states,” were regularly exchanged 
with the New York and Philadel- 
phia Zoos. A zebra, born here was 
proclaimed the first one born in 
the United States; but it is record- 
ed that “the royal Bengal tiger 
never bred at the St. Louis Zoo,” 
whether for lack of a companion 
or for what other reason was not 
stated, In the '90s the collection 
was dispersed, some of the animals 
being placed in cages in Forest 
Park. 


Slaves were owned here in the 
Fair’s early days, and gaudily 
dressed slaves acted as grooms, 
leading horses and cattle into the 
exhibition arena, and receiving, on 
behalf of their masters, the pre- 
miums awarded. The prizes at 


first were in gold or silver plate, 
later in money; this change was 
made after an Arkansas prize 
winner demanded and got a watch 
instead of the plate offered to 
him. 

One of the earliest traditions of 
the Fair is the Big Thursday 
cloudburst of 1859, which made 
dirt roads a sea of mud, and 
stalled the conveyances’ which 
were to take the crowds back to 
the city; horse cars did not then 
run to the grounds. More than 
5000 persons had to stay all night 
on the grounds. That was in the 
last week of September; there- 
after Fair Week was changed to 
the first week of October “on ac- 
count of it being further from the 
equinox, and better promise of 
more settled weather.” 


The Veiled Prophet, or his spon- 
sors, profited by this meteorolog- 
ical lore, and Tuesday night of 
Fair Week, in 1878 and thereafter, 
was made the time for the 
Prophet’s parade, dependent on 
good weather, and the ball, for 
which weather did not matter so 
much. In recent years, the ball 
was moved to Wednesday night, 
and Thursday was made the alter- 
nate parade night, if rain should 
interfere on Tuesday. 


. The St. Louis Exposition, in its 
red brick building on the present 
Central Library’s downtown site, 
began in 1884 its annual 40-day 
fall season. Thereafter, until

call attention to himself. The 
patients would wonder who this 
guy was who was acting so im- 
portant. Then he would pick up 
the other sergeant, hoist him on 
his shoulder and carry him up and 
down the ward. By this time the 
patients would begin to say, “Who 
the hell does this guy think he is?” 


x * * 


Suddenly the sergeant would 
stop and say, “Listen, you guys, I 
was back here waiting just like 
you a few months ago.” As he 
talked he would start taking off 
his pants to display his mechanical 
leg. Then he would explain how 
he had been fixed up and as he 
talked he would continue his gym- 
nastics. Capt. Lally said it had a 
terrific effect on the waiting pa- 
tients and was the best thing they 
had done to raise their spirits. 

The patients are divided into 
plane-loads according to the se- 
verity of their wounds. Usually 
they are accompanied by an air 
evacuation nurse and a technician, 
but a flight surgeon is sent along 
with the severest cases, The 
nurses are all volunteers. They 
not only make these trans-Atlantic 
flights but also serve on planes 
evacuating wounded from the front 
to rear areas. There have been 
no instances of air evacuation 
nurses refusing to take an assign- 
ment. They are permitted to 
transfer back to the ground forces 
whenever they so elect. 

Capt. Lally displayed the spe- 
cial kits which the nurses take 
along with them on the planes. 
They were compact supplies for a 
small hospital, containing all the 
usual drugs and dressings, even to 
plasma and whole blood units. To 


may need for the various cases on 
a particular trip. 

Finally Capt. Lally drove me to 
the airport to inspect a typical 
plane used in trans-Atlantic air 
evacuation by the Air Transport 
Command, 

It was a huge four-motored C-54, 
which had been fitted with special 
apparatus for this purpose, Along 
the sides were light metal racks, 
into which the litters are ranged 
four deep on either side of the 
Plame, and the racks are set out 
from the sides so it is possible 
to work on the patient from either 
side,

The plane also was equipped 
with special oxygen outlets, for 
the wounded need oxygen at lower 
altitudes than it is normally given. 
There is an outlet for each patient, 
and then a longer tube which can 
be pulled out and moved about 
the plane if necessary. 

The large planes are more stable 
in the air, and the routes home 
are selected with greater care in 
view of weather conditions, so that 
the trip will be as smooth as pos- 
sible. Their destinations in this 
country also are guided by whether 
the hospitals at the terminals in 
the United States are crowded or 
not. Some of them land at La- 
Guardia Airport after flying the 
southern route, and others flying 
the northern route land at

Patients requiring special treat- 
ment have their flights home 
timed so that they get one treat- 
ment in France and the next one 
in a hospital here. If a soldier is 
undergoing plastic surgery and 
has a piece of skin grafted on 
every three or four days he has 
one piece put on in a hospital in 
France. Then he is put on the 
plane, makes the flight home and 
the next piece is applied at a hos- 
pital in the United States. 

In this manner more than 17,000 
wounded American soldiers have 
made the long trip home the 
shortest way. In all these cross- 
ings only one plane has been lost 
during the trans-Atlantic flight. 
It disappeared while at sea, and 
the mystery of its disappearance 
has never been solved. Occasion- 
ally a patient dies during the trip, 
but it must be remembered that 
these are the severest cases, many 
of whom have no hope of living 
very long. But within the most 
broken body, within what is left 
of a man, there is always the one 
strong desire — the yearning to 
come home,

HE wunderlead of an ace 
T against a slam is practically 
unheard-of, but even that bit 
of boldness can pay high divi- 
dends when the conditions are 
just right. Consider this case; 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 


Pass Pass 

North-South were not using any 
slam convention, hence . North’s 
five no-trump call could be recog- 
nized by all the players as the 
willingness to play the hand at 
no-trump, Actually, North would 
have been well advised to insist 
on that denomination for the final 
contract, to protect his heart hold- 
ing from a lead through. 

When, however, South ended up , 
the declarer at a six spade con- . 
tract, it was quite apparent to 
West that the best chance to wea 
a couple of tricks was by making 
an immediate attack in hearts. 
Normally, that decision would call 
for the lead of the ace, but West 
was not satisfied with that bit of 
orthodoxy. On North’s bidding, 
specifically his five no-trump call, 
West was morally sure that the 
heart king was going to appear in 
the dummy, and that there would 
be a good diamond suit. On that 
shrewd analysis West biandly 
opened a low heart! 

South can scarcely be blamed 
for going wrong. It was almost 
inconceivable that West was un- 
derleading an ace against a siam 
—so South played dummy’s jack. 
Finis!
